To the United Brotherhood of Railway Employes: 

You are having, and will continue to have, for Fomo time, an uphll! 
work, but thii ia the kind strong men undertake and the kind llmt 
develops their best (jualities and gives their names to liistory. Tin; op¬ 
position you have will serve a. beneficent purpose if your mombero inert 
it with an unconquerable determination to overcome it and rnu li 
their goal. 

The railway corporations are all against you for the same rcanni 
that thev were opposed to the A. R. TJ., and they are not to }»c blamed 
for looking out for their own interests. They are against any organiza¬ 
tion that attempts to unite their eraployes. They, are for every organiza¬ 
tion that divides them. The grand ofllcers of the several special via!.-* 
“brotherhoods” travel on annual passes. The oflBcers of your organiza¬ 
tion pay their fare. It is sucli an advantage to belong to the former 
jn the way of securing corporation favors and pririleges that an army 
of men keep up their membership in them, though they have not for 
vears been employed in the railway ecrvice. While they declare their 
hostility toward your Brotherhood because of what they call its “mixcx*” 
membership, every one of them have every branch of the service re¬ 
presented in thfcir own membership, from a conductor to a wiper, and 
bejund that, from a preacher to a policeman. 

For many years I have seen and felt the neceasi^ of a united or¬ 
ganization of railway employes. The reaeon for this, in this day of 
capitalist concentration, is so obvious ae to be a^f-^vident. The rail¬ 
road corporations arc, of course, agahiFt it. A large number of salaried 
labor leaders are al."o against it, notwithstanding their organizationa fail 
every time they are subjected to the supreipe test. They failed in 1873, 
they failed in 1877, in 1888 and in 1894. They will fail agari when the 
crucial te^t comes in the next twelvemonth, more or less. 

During ihe ‘fl>oom” times of the last three or four years the rail¬ 
roads have been “making” an army of new raOroad men, The ai^s of 
depression are already beginning to appear. The let-down is inevitable, 
and among the first things that will happen will be aweeping Teductions 
of wages. The army of surplus men will he available in case of a strike, 
and tlie leaders will doubtless advise their followers, as they have in the 
past, that “half a loaf is better than no bread.” If under such conditions 
they strike, they will he beaten, and if they don’t strike, their wages will 
go down and the fruit of thejr boasted victories will i-um to ashes. This 
hiL! happened over and over again. Must it continue to happen for an¬ 
other centurv before the eves of the working victims are opened to the 
fact that they must unite from end to end of the service and present a 
solid front to protect their intejestfi? 

In their present form the railroads can and do use the ‘'brother¬ 
hoods” against each other, and as for any actual federation, it will never 
he acoom,dished, for at that point the railroads will fight them, and that 
is not in harmony with their policy of “identical interests.” 

The simple, effective way. and only way, to unite railway employes 
is wJthin a single organization, each class is within it.s own suh-juris- 
drrtion and in control of ita own affairs, subject only to the supervision 
of the general organization. The TTnited Brotherhood recognizes iin<l 
acts upon thi? fundamental principle. Sooner or later the railway em¬ 
ploye.! will have to come to it. It is simply a question as to how long 
they prefer division to unity, defeat’to victory. Your organization is 
in the critical period of its development, and H ^maiuR to be seen if 
your-leaders and rank and file are of the fiber that defies failure and 
which the coming organization must have to fulfill iL mission. Judging 
from those I have mei and know, your memhership will stand firm, how¬ 
ever severe the tempest may rage, until vietory is Hs.sured. Tlie next 
few months will bring yon your great opportunity, and I .shall hope that, 
•being familiar with the lessons of the past, you will profil hv them. 
Wiien tlie “pnnie” comes and thousand! are thrown out of work anil 
wages begin to sink, the need of imitv will he felt far more than vou can 
leach it and preach it in pejiceable times. 

'riic time demands a Lniied Brotherhood with a class-conscious 
political fwogram. Without the latter it U not much more than a plav- 
iliing of forporate capital. Teach your niemhers the necessity of work¬ 
ing cl.is! political action, so that while striking against the encroach- 
inciit- of the 4’nrporalion tlicy will at the same time he lining up to 
al»o|i-h i’ttpitalisni and make the workers, instead of the parasites, the 
inasier.-' of the earth.

statement of "What Democracy Now Stands For,” and it makes interest¬ 
ing reading. There can be no doubt of the right of Congressman Wil¬ 
liams to speak for the party, for he is the leader in the struggle ^i- 
•‘denioerEtic” legislation among tho Bepresentatives at the very sj , *ii 
of national government. True, there is tbe United Slates senate, iiut 
it is too far away from the voters to cut much figme in the party’s ac. 
oouniahility to the voters. It is the lower house congressmen who have 
to go before the people for an election and who have to show what they 
stand for to the people. 

There ia a waning superstition among the voting population that 
the Demoi-ratic party stands for democracy—for the people. Many of 
the immigrants coming to this country, caught by the word democracy, 
have voted the Democratic ticket, supposing it actually stood for op¬ 
position to capitalism. This idea has also been more or less prevalent 
among native Iwrn members of the wage working class. They have 
thought, somehow, that that party stood for their politic^ interests, and 
the stump speakers and candidates of the party have always used 
enough democratic phrases and snap words to keep this belief aflame. 

But it is easy to fii a standard by whicli to pass judgment on the 
Democratic party. The greatest conflict in history- is upon civilization 
at thi? very time. It ia the conflict between the workers who have 
grown restless under economic oppression and their capitalistic exploiters 
who U.SC the powers of government to make sure of their special 
privilege to exact a parasitic living out of those who toil, by virtue of 
their ow-nership of the machinery and the forces of production. A 
party, to be in the interests of the working class, would naturally have 
to talm a stand on this great queation. Now, how is it with the Demo¬ 
cratic party ? . 

We look through Conmssman William’s article in vain to find even 
a faint reference to the l^r problem. Not a line, not a sentence about 
it. lie d.s-s not appear to know that it exist,,' although in icality he 
certainly knows it very well. His entire article is taken up with tariff 
haggling talk, with chatter about equality of burdens in the treatment 
of shippers by railroads, with discussions of banking problems and 
finance problems, with a brief reference to trusts, which he thinks are 
less a danger than was apposed, with a few phrases about the Phil- 
lipines, and the declaration that hja party means to be all right on the 
Panama canal question, and further he saith not. 

So here we have the position of the Democratic party brought up 
to date by an accredited mouthpiece of the party. What" is there in ih 
all to attract a wage worker? The wage worWs’ interests are made to 
api)car, or we are to suppose them to be identical with those of the small 
eapitalisi.

Socialists charge that the B^nblican and Democratic parties arc 
merely tho two wings of capitalism in politics, and that through these 
two wings the capitalist class keeps the working class divided politically 
and therefore renders that class harmless so far as its menace to the 
right to exploit the laborer goes. 

The working class is in distress. I’he people gencrallv arc groaning 
under burden.* and anxieties that take tho pleasure out of living and 
entail all inauncT of resulting hardships. The few are rioting in un¬ 
earned wcaltti, produced by the toil of the plundered many. There arc 
habits of mind, of course, that keep many men from opening their eyes 
to the actual, situation. 'They suffer in silence, in stolid acquiescence 
to the system that is eating at' their very vi^s. But, Mr. Working¬ 
man, you not only owe it to yourself to wake up, you owe it to the dear 
ones dopcDdeut on you, you owe it to posterity "to look actual con¬ 
ditions full in flic face. "Von know what a humbug the Republican 
talk of a "full dinner pail” was, and we you to read Congressman 
Williams’ article to sec how little there is in the Democratic party for 
you. Wake up, rub your eyes, and then read the Social Democratic 
platform and take a good think over it.
